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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant is arguing all rejections based on 
the face that Bilbin does not disclose the tracking data being only provided using the user ID and the destination data: the applicant 
argues that the user must access the account based on a user ID and password, therefore the data is not provided using "only" the user 
identiflcatlona dn destina data. However, The User ID and pass word are not used to provide the tracking data. They are used to proive 
access to the account. Once access to the account is established then the system will acess the system database to retrive a system log, 
which is individualized to the shipper, the shipping log is accessed by the uyser's account, not by entering a tracking number, therefore the 
examiner considers this to be providin tracking data based on the user's ID and destination data. (See Paragraph 0407). The applicant 
also argues that the information is stored in a database based on the tracking number. Where as this "may" be true of Bilbin, the claim 
reads that the tracking data is only provided using the user ID and destination data, which the examiner considers to mean only provided 
or displayed to the user, the display is based on a users account, therefore the examiner considers it to be provided only using the user 
ID and destination data. Arguments are not considered persuasive and rejection stands as stated in the Final office action. . 
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
